NOW PEREFCTFi) 


Italian Scientist Claims 
Discovery Which Will 
Prevent or Cure. 
SAN FRANCISCO. Ort 31—OFI— 
Prevention and cure of measles may 
result from 
the discovery of a 
serum being studied today In the 
Hooper Foundation laboratories of 
the university of California medical 
school. 
Prof, Giuseppe Caronia, eminent 
Italian scientist, brought here from 
Rome a* the A 
P. Oisnnini re­ 
search professor at the university, 
wa* announced yesterday a* the 
discoverer of rn germ which is said 
to cause measle* as well as a ser­ 
um for prevention and cure of the 
disease 
Bo tiny is the germ, university 
doctors said. that it cannot be seen 
even through a microscope 
By 
studying certain peculiarities of the 
disease and IU after effects, often 
serious and permanent, Professor 
Caronia is Mid to have discovered 
its cause and developed the serum 
which he expects to prevent It or 
at least effect a speedy cure
